Sponsored  by  the  Young  Men,  a 
campus  booster  group,  the  tribute 
to  the  Cougar  quarterback  will  be- 
gin at  8:30  p.m.  in  the  main  ball- 
room.

Elder  Paul  H.  Dunn,  a member 
of  the  First  Council  of  Seventy  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  and  former  profes- 
sional athlete,  will  be  the  guest 
speaker. 

The  public  is  invited  to  attend 
and  join  the  tribute  to  Carter. 
There  is  no  admission  charge. 

Besides  all  the  national  records 
bearing  Carter’s  name,  the  senior 
quarterback  has  played  in  two  post- 
season all-star  games  and  was  se- 


lected as  game  captain  in  each  all* 
star  contest. 

Carter’s  greatest  game,  from  a 
statistical  point  of  view,  was 
against  Texas  Western  College. 
Carter  clashed  with  the  Miners’ 
great  quarterback,  Billy  Stevens. 

Carter  was  as  right  as  he  ever 
was  as  a collegian,  and  he  led  the 
Cougars  to  a 53-33  rout  of  the  Min- 
ers. Carter  passed  for  513  yards 
and  carried  for  86  more  to  surpass 
any  one  game  performance  by  an 
individual  in  the  history  of  college 
football. 

Besides  the  football  talents,  Virgil 
Carter  is  known  as  a leader  (rf  men 
and  one  who  is  highly  respected  by 
young  and  old  alike.  He  is  in  de- 
mand as  a fireside  speaker,  lunch- 
eon speaker  and  other  occasions 
when  a group  wants  a name  speak- 
er with  great  personal  conviction 
and  dedication.

Elder  Hinckley  Tells  Experiences 
From  Tour  Of  Asian  Countries 


Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinkley  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  of  'Rie 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  told  experiences  from 
his  “Asian  Diary”  at  Tuesday’s 
Devotional  Assembly. 

“I  want  to  share  experiences 
which  have  been  mine  and  have 
had  their  part  in  building  my 
testimony,”  he  said,  speaking  of 
his  tour  of  South  Korea,  Okinawa, 
Taiwan,  the  Phillipines,  Hong 
Kong,  Thailand,  and  South  Viet- 
nam last  October.  At  each  place 
he  met  with  Saints  and  presided 
over  various  district  conference. 

“In  South  Korea,  I dedicated 
the  first  building  constructed  by 
the  Church  on  the  mainland  of 
Asia,  and  in  the  Republic  of  China 
I dedicated  the  first  chapel  to  be 
built  there. 

“Surely  the  stone  which  was 
cut  out  of  the  mountain  without 
hands  is  rolling  to  cover  the 
whole  earth,”  he  said. 

Elder  Hinckley  commented  that 
he  encountered  his  most  moving 
experiences  in  Vietnam.  “We  flew 
over  Viet  Cong  territory  on  the 
way  to  Da  Nang  in  an  Air  Force 
“Gooney  Bird”  which  had  the 
door  left  open.  The  port  motor  be- 
gan to  lag  and  cough.  Strange 
thoughts  fill  your  mind  under  such 
circumstances,”  he  stated. 


Speaking  of  the  LDS  servicemen 
there,  Elder  Hinckley  said  that 
“most  of  them  looked  so  young. 
We  had  a distrie!,  c -nference 
meeting  at  Da  Nang  ana  the  men 
sat  dressed  in  battle  fatigues  with 
a pistol  on  one  side  and  a knife 
on  the  other. 

“It  was  an  experience  both  won- 
derful and  depressing,  to  see 
young  men  who  honor  their  priest- 
hood fighting  in  such  a gruesome

A short  distance  away,  fiery 
Black  Power  advocate  St(Aley  Car. 
michael  told  a crowd  on  the  Cap- 
itol steps  that  negroes  have  “been 
swallawed  up  by  the  Democratic 
Party.  They  take  us  for  granted,” 
he  said,  “But  when  Johnson  comes 
back  to  us  in  ’68,  we’ll  spit  in  his 
face.” 


LBJ  Talks  To  Congress 


Washington  (UPI)  —•  President 
Johnson  took  to  Congress  and  the 
nation  Tuesday  his  plan  f<M'  fight- 
ing the  war  in  Vietnam  and  the 
battle  against  povoty,  ignorance 
and  disease  at  hcmie. 

The  90th  Congress,  which  cot- 
vcned  at  noon,  eagerly  awaited  the 
President’s  views  on  the  war,  the 
draft  and  taxes  in  his  fourth  annual 
Slate  of  the  Union  message  before 
a nationwide  radio  and  television 
audience. 

Johnson’s  d o m e st  i c proposals 
were  of  particular  interest  to  Re- 
publicans, whose  increased 
strength  will  give  them  a greats 
voice  in  deciding  how  far  and  how 
fast  the  great  society  will  be  built 
in  the  next  two  years. 

Senate  GOP  leader  Everett  M. 
Dirksen  and  his  House  countwpart, 
Gerald  R.  Ford,  called  a news 


conference  30  minutes  after  the 
end  of  the  President’s  hour-long 
evening  speech  to  give  their  party’s 
answers. 

Before  Johnson  addressed  the 
joint  session  of  Congress,  key  leg- 
islators were  quoting  odds  favoring 
no  immediate  request  to  a tax  in- 
crease to  finance  the  war  and 
help  ease  inflation. 

Jenson  worked  late  Monday 
night  and  throughout  Tuesday  on 
the  address,  doubtless  one  of  the 
most  difficult  he  has  drafted. 

Before  its  delivery,  after  weeks 
of  White  House  silence  about  its 
contents,  there  had  been  indications 
he  would  touch  on  suggestions  for 
revision  of  the  much-criticized  Se- 
lective Service  system,  which  0)n- 
gress  must  extend  or  let  die  by 
June  30.

Howard  (Bo) 
Calaway,  received  more  votes  fr«n 
the  pe(^le,  but  when  the  race  was 
thrown  Into  the  legislature,  long 
controlled  by  Democrats,  Maddox— 


the  democratic  nominee— won  eas- 
ily. 

His  victory  capped  an  almost  un- 
believable political  saga. 

Starting  with  no  political  organi- 
zation, very  little  money  and  few 
supporters,  Maddox  beat  the  bade- 
wc^s  of  Georgia  until  he  succeeded 
in  lining  up  an  imiH-essive  following 
that  won  him  a spot  with  Ellis 
Arnall  in  a runoff  for  the  Demo- 
cratic nomination. 

It  was  then  left  for  the  legislature 
to  decide  the  race.

Three  other  conferences  with  au- 
tomatic qualifying  status  have  “re- 
formed their  rules  and  regulations” 
and  now  conform  with  the  NCAA 
by-law,  Lee  said. 

They  are  the  Pacific  Eight  Con- 
ference—wh(^e  current  powerhouse 
is  undefeated  UCLA— the  Atlantic 
Coast  Conference  and  the  Missouri 
Valley  Conference. 

Prior  to  this  latest  decision  by 
the  NCAA,  the  only  conference  with 
an  automatic  qualification  into  the 
NCAA’s  Far  Western  Regional  Bas- 
ketball Tournament  was  the  West 
Coast  Athletic  Conference.
